and to villify every sacred thing.” 
The sudden, column and a half 
warning was spread on the front 
page of the newspaper. 
Prelates said it was read and ap­ 
proved by the Holy Father himself. 
It drew the conclusion that relig­ 
ious peace in Germany had been 
rendered virtually 
impossible 
by 
the Just-closed 
Nazi congress 
at 
Nurnberg. where the church was 
under attack again by Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, the minister of 
propaganda, and others. 
The situation, said Osservatore 
Romano, is “ a fatal union of the 
state with the forces hostile to 
christianity.” 
It went on to say that an anti­ 
religious book in Spain was the 
precusor to later “ atrocities against 
priest*" It demanded: 
“ Who can guarantee to the pres­ 
ent rulers of Germany that 
the 
seeds of hatred and the villifici- 
tion of every sacred thing, now 
maturing ever more powerfully un­ 
der the eyes of the authorities, 
will not produce on German soil, 
too. the fruits that should bring 
terror to every true friend of the 
German people and of their fu­ 
ture?” 
The newspaper held it was ob­ 
vious that continued 
support 
is 
being given to anti-Christian forces 
by the German statj. This, it add­ 
ed, gravely prejudiced "the relig­ 
ious conciliation (with Germ any) 
which the Holy See sincerely has 
hoped for.” 
Furthermore, 
todays 
editorial 
made plain that supposedly-better­ 
ed relations between the church 
and Germany, a reported prelude 
to the forthcoming visit to the 
Pope 
by 
Michael. Cardinal

Faulhaber of Munich and other Ger. 
man bishops, did not exist.

CHINESE GUNS, BOMBS 
ROUT JAPANESE FLEET 


Defenses At Entrance Of Canton River Repulse Invader’s 


Warships In Major Naval Engagement Of Far 


East— Land Forces Little Damaged

were fleeing the 
city. 
Three of the boats were said to 
have been sunk and six damaged. 
The undefended decks of the open 
boats were crowded with fright­ 
ened Chinese, huddled among their 
luggage and portable possessions. 
After their four-mile retirement 
last night, the Chinese forrps took 
up their new positlous extending in 
almost a straight northwest line 
from Shanghai’s north station for 
30 miles to the banks of th* Yang 
tie river a hoV0 Liuho.

Mr. Lewis, lending the Demo­ 
cratic committee money and making large contri­ 
butions outright from the funds of his miners’ union, 
cannot be expected to be less realistic about the 
gratitude he deserves than any one of dosens of 
large contributor* who have expected favors In the 
psst—and received them. 
Perhaps It is significant that the Demo, rat ic com­ 
mittee is paying off its debt to him; *25,000 was 
paid back in on* installment the close of last week. 
But more significant ll the fact that Mr. Lewis, who 
Is suspected of hiving major political ambitions, has 
behind him an organisation free of the grave weak­ 


ness of the organisations of the two major parties. 
They always have been obliged to go looking for 
money when they needed it; Mr. Lewis can obtain 
all the money he need* merely by making an as­ 
sessment on members of his unious. 
He doesn’t need to stage victory dinners or sell 
souvenir booklet*. He doesn’t need to wheedle large 
.contribution* from a few men with axe# to grind, 
or go into debt to flntnca a campaign. No. all he 
needs to do is to collect a dime, a Quarter or a dol­ 
lar from, say, each United Mine Worker and forget 
about it. Mr. Lewis is the first person In a political 
connection to reduce “plunking down” to a fine art.

Easy Money 
v T ’S NO reflection on what the government’! do- 
* ing to aay that its latest pronouncement on mo­ 
ney policy Isn’t easy to follow. Money policy la 
* never eaay to follow. 
it’s clear, In a general way, though, that the ted- 
eral reserve board, working with the treasury and 
the chief executive, is trying to supply plenty of 
credit. Easy money is the goal. 
Thla la to be done by helping banks to accumulate 
larger reserve# of cash. Not long ago, as recently 
a* the beginning of aummer, it was feared that 
bank* had ao much loose cash they might uninten­ 
tionally caus* Inflation. At that time, steps were 
taken in the opposite direction to keep banks from 
accumulating too much cash. A managed economy 
must take care of such things. 
For the first tllne In th* country’* history, its 
financial stability is th* direct reeponeibUity of 
the federal government, %rhose resuorces sud au 
thority supposedly sr* vast enough to prevent any 
untoward development. It remain* to be seen wheth 
er or not they are. It rem ains to be seen, also, what 
will happen if they aren’t—who will take the blame 
tor the failure of a managed economy. 
Will the government criticize itself for not stop­ 
ping inflation or deflation in time, or are the bank­ 
ers going to have their chance to turn critics at 
last?

ment of piracy in the Mediterran­ 
ean.

coast of Africa to destroy the pi­ 
rates of Tunis and Tripoli, who 
were preying upon American ship­ 
ping.

W hat does that 
mean? 
W hat cautionary measures 
can unarmed vensels take against 
subm arines Shall they run at night 
without lights, ss they did during 
the last war? 
Shall they proceed 
only In the wake of 
destroyers? 
And if so, whose destroyers?

shall they seek complete safety by 
the simple device of staying out of 
the Mediterranean altogether?

being torpedoed and they have been 
advised of this by no less an au­ 
thority than the navy department.

in this event, permit its vessels to 
proceed at their own risk and with­ 
out protection against pirate sub­ 
marines whose ownership no nation 
in the world acknowledges?

A Lesson For Constitution Day: ‘Beware Of 


Usurping Forces Engendered Within Nation’

\Y 
ABBINGTON, Sept. l l —W ithin 
a few days the whole nation 
will be asked to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the establishm ent 
of the federal Constitution. 
Coming in a year of controversy 
over the fundamentals of the Con­ 
stitution, it will be difficult for the 
occasion to be kept non-partisan or 
confined to the reiteration of Amer­ 
ican patriotism . 
Many local organizations have 
been formed at the Instance of a 
specially appointed 
congressional 
commission to do homage to the 
Constitution, but how to celebrate 
a constitution?—there’s the diffi­ 
cult problem. For the phrases of a 
constitution are essentially legal, 
if not technical. The benefits de­ 
riving from them are abstract and 
not easy to describe briefly in con­ 
crete term s of advantage to the 
citizen. 
There 
is one thing, 
however, 
which organizations of • itizeus can 
do on Constitution day. It is to 
educate their fellow citizens, the 
men, women and children of the 
country, on a single aspect of our 
system of government which is 
more 
times 
misrepresented 
and 
m isstated than any other single 
fundam ental of American constitu­ 
tionalism. It Is to define accurately 
and truthfully the words "majority 
rule.” 
The Constitution does not leave 
the question In doubt. It does not 
leave It open to Interpretation by 
the court* or by a president or by 
congress. W hat la "m ajority rule” 
when a constitutional question is 
up for consideration? 
First of all, the Constitution says 
there m ust be not Just 51 percent 
of 
both 
houses of congress 
In 
agreem ent on a proposition, but It 
must 
be 66% 
percent 
of 
both 
houses. 
Also the same proposal 
must be submitted to the people 
to be voted on either by the legis­ 
latures or by conventions to which 
the 
people in an election send 
delegates. 
The Constitution does not say 
that only 51 percent of the states 
constitute a majority. On the. con­ 
trary, the Constitution specifies 75 
percent 
or 
three-fourths of the 
states. This is the “m ajority rule” 
stipulated 
when a constitutional 
change is to be lawfully made.

Reliable advicea ar* he ie poeeeeeed of 
something more than $600,000 and It has been 
scattered three way*— government bond*, annu­ 
ities and trust funds. Sparkling rather feebly on 
most topics he shows alertness about the dollar. 
Many believe his next championship fight will 
be worth $750,000, which will make him richest 
of his race in America. 


Restaurant owner* have a horror of Death stalk­ 
ing a feast. A sudden passing in a well-crowded res­ 
taurant, lf generally known, wrecks more than tem- 
•porary havoc. Even old established patron* brushed 
by such tragedy, may not come back. A demise in 
a dining room, if not concealed, slows up business 
for several days. So in every well organized restau­ 
rant captains and waiters are expertly trained for 
such emergencies. When a patron slumps at his ta­ 
ble from any cause he is immediately propelled to the 
kitchen where medical help may be summoned, and 
lf death has been a visitant the body may he re­ 
moved through back doors without disturbing diners. 
Many deaths in restaurants have thus been glossed 
over so diners believed that a patron had merely 
dined and wined beyond capacity. 


ANY uninformed people think 
that a 51 percent vote by con­ 
gress is "majority rule" and that, 
because congress is elected every 
two years, this is the "will of the 
people.” But that’s a fallacy which 
can be disproved by a reading and 
rereading of the Constitution It­ 
self, There is a basic difference be­ 
tween the "legislative will” and 
"the constitutional 
will" of 
the 
people. 
In the one Instance, the con­ 
gress passes laws within the limits 
set by the Constitution itself. In 
the other instance, congress aud 
the people Join together in voting 
on specific changes to be made In 
the limits of the Constitution. This 
charter—the 
Constitution—is 
the 
original 
contract 
between 
the 
states, which can be changed only 
in the way specified and not by 
presidential will or by elections 
for Individual candidates. Elections 
for constitutional changes are not 
mixed with persons or their ambi­ 
tions. 
The constitutional change 
process was especially set apart to 
keep it free from personalities and 
to concentrate it instead on prin­ 
ciples. 
The new dealers, including Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, have been, by pub­ 
lic speeches and statem ents, en­ 
deavoring to cultivate the idea that 
elections, such as were held for 
congress in 1934 or for the presi­ 
dency in 1936. gave a "mandate” to 
do as the new deal pleased about 
constitutional change. This is a 
fundam ental error and a miscon­ 
ception. Mr. Roosevelt held the 
exact opposite when he was gov­ 
ernor of New York in 1930. 
The favorite new deal argum ent 
today is that the Supreme Court 
"usurps” power In refusing to hold 
valid various laws passed by con­ 
gress. Never nowadays is the court 
criticized 
by 
the new deal 
for 
stretching the powers of congress 
in upholding new deal acts. The 
Supreme Court was established by 
the 
constitution 
itself 
and 
the 
fram ers bestowed on it “the Judi­ 
cial power,” and in 1789. in inter­ 
preting that phrase, congress pass­ 
ed a law which recognized the Su­ 
prem e Court's right to pass on the 
validity of all treaties, all acts of 
congress and nil state laws if they

Fifty cities, ranging in size 
from a few hundred to a few hundred thousand, have 
built new auditoriums within the last two years. 
Information about the auditoriums, compiled by 
International City Managers association, Is as fol­ 
lows: 
PWA giants covered one third of the cost in 18 
cities; the rem ainder was covered by bond issues. 
Total cost In l l cities under in.ooo population was 
about $90,000. Houston. Tex., built an auditorium cost­ 
ing $1,377,000; Kansas City $6,500,000. 
None of the 18 cities which described their projects 
intends to operate the auditoriums at a profit, hut 
all hop© to m eet operating expense. San Jose, C alif. 
spent $15,196 the first eight months to operate its 
auditorium and received $11,946. Shawnee, Okla., 
the first year of operation, received $3,557 and spent 
$3,180. 
Rate policies vary. In some cities, lo percent of 
gross receipts up to a fixed amount and 5 percent of 
the excess is taken besides minimum rates.

Gen. Drum returned on the army 
transport U. S. G rant from a two- 
and-one-balf year tour of duty as 
commander of the Hawaii depart­ 
ment. Also on board the transport 
were 700 troops, mainly returning 
from duty in China. They w ere re­ 
placed weeks ago 
by new men. 
Drum recently 
was 
assigned to 
command the

and 
sixth corps area with headquarters 
at Chicago. 
“Two major considerations must 
be studied in the defense of Ha­ 
waii,” asserts 
Gen. Drum. 
“The 
first is aviation and the second is 
food. 
“Picture the Hawaiian Islands as 
the apex of a triangle whose other 
angles are at Alaska and the Pana­ 
ma canal. Our navy, based there in 
Hawaii, gives us an economic de­ 
fense of the whole Pacific coast 
It it were not for our holding Ha­ 
waii, the defenses would have to 
be spread all the way down those 
thousands of miles of coast. 
“In that connection, we have to 
think of the tremendously impor­ 
tan t part aviation has to play In to­ 
day’s military and economc pic­ 
ture. 
“The Pacific ocean is being flown 
constantly by airplanes nowadays. 
Pan-American airways crosses the 
Pacific to China. In 
time it win 
connect America with New Zealand 
and Australia. Imperial airways of 
G reat Britain undoubtedly will link 
Canada with Australia.

Percentage Error 8mall 
The W estern Petroleum R efiners 
association checking on the m ines 
bureau predictions, found the bu­ 
reau m iscalculated only 2.25 per­ 
cent from Septem ber, 1935, to to­ 
day. For the first five m onths of 
this year the bureau was 99.85 per­ 
cent correct in it* monthly fore­ 
casts.

\ \ j E have the feeling that the 
VV quality of G. B. Stern’s “Ole­ 
ander River” cannot be expressed 
by “telling what it’s about.” 
At 
least not by synopslzing the story 
which, for once in a day. Is not the 
most important thing in a novel 
by Miss Stern. 
Miss Stern, for this department, 
is the current novelist who cap­ 
tures best the Incredibly numer­ 
ous aspects of the French Riviera. 
She 
understands 
its 
hardness, 
which has its human reflection in 
the life of the casinos, now rather 
a drab life, since so many have de­ 
cided it’s more fun to get some­ 
thing for money than merely to 
throw it to the dogs. 
She understands also that above 
all this cloisonne hardness there 
exists a life as simple and as in­ 
telligent as the life anywhere, and 
that the people moving in this circle 
are much better worth study than 
the dull creatures E. Phillips Op­ 
penheim writes about, and rewrites. 
This “Oleander River” is a novel 
about the right people on the Rivi­ 
era. It has a curious mystery in it 
as well, one that the reader will 
sense at the very start of the novel, 
and perhaps not understand fully 
until the end — the mystery of a 
man’s soul. 
The Oleander River Is in the 
Esterel, those hills where the soil 
and the rocks are frequently red, 
and the foliage a sharper green by 
contrast.

A CONSTITUTION DAY 
LESSONi'USURPATION’ 


(Conitnued From Page Four) 


conflicted with each other. 
When the Supreme Court refuses 
to accept as constitutional a parti­ 
cular act of congress, the court is 
not usurping power at all, but de­ 
fending the people against a usur­ 
pation by congress. Every time an 
act of congress is declared invalid, 
It is the same thing as lf the Su­ 
preme Coart had said: “We refuse 
to su be tract from the rights of the 
people. If the people want to give 
up rights guaranteed them by the 
Constitution and wish to delegate 
those rights either to the congress 
or to the state governments as an 
additional power of government, 
let the people say so in the man­ 
ner provided in the constitution la- 
self.” 
T 
HIS is true liberalism—to let 
the people rule and to let the 
people decide by referendum vote. 
It is not true liberalism, but Tory­ 
ism and Fascism, to let congress 
usurp 
the 
fundamental 
charter 
rights of the people. George Wash­ 
ington 
foresaw 
the 
possibility. 
After eight years in the presidency, 
when he wrote his famous fare­ 
well address and renounced a third 
term, he said: 
“If in the opinion of the people, 
the distribution or modification of 
the constitutional powers be in any 
particular wrong, let it be correct­ 
ed by an amendment in the way 
which the Constitution designates. 
“But let there be no change by 
usurpation; for though this, in one 
instance, may be the instrument 
of good, It is the customary weapon 
by which free governments are 
destroyed.” 
Yet President Roosevelt, in his 
address on March 4 last, said that 
the amending process was 
too 
cumberson, that three-fourths of 
the states was too big a majority 
to require for constitutional change, 
and he proposed instead that the 
Supreme Court be enlarged with 


justices who would interpret the 
Constitution and make constitution­ 
al changes without permitting the 
people to pass on these particular 
questions in the way prescribed by 
the Constitution. 
Mr. Roosevelt, claiming a bene­ 
volent purpose, wanted to take a 
short-cut. But, as George Wash­ 
ington said, the precedent greatly 
overbalances “in permanent evil 
any partial or transient benefit” 
which the use at any time of a 
short-cut—usurpation — can 
possi­ 
bly yield. 
Mr. Roosevelt likes to do things 
in a hurry and yet he has had four 
years and a half in which to put 
through congress and submit to 
the people a constitutional amend­ 
ment to change the mode of mak­ 
ing amendments so that only a 
simple majority of congress and 
only 25 of the states might be 
necessary for ratification. 
F 
^EW presidents have ever had a 
two-thirds majority of their 
own political party in both houses 
of congress as has Mr. Roosevelt, 
so the opportunity to change in 
the legal way has been at his dis­ 
posal, and as for the states, he 
won by 46 to 2 last ysar, so if 
this means, as the new dealers 
claim, that the people think the 
same on constitutional questions 
as Mr. Roosevelt does. It should 
not be difficult to get 36 out of the 
4S states to accept his proposals. 
Not long ago, the President made 
a speech quoting a letter that Lord 
Macaulay wrote In 1857, prophesy­ 
ing trouble some day for America 
on 
constitutional 
problems. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt quoted a part of the let­ 
ter, but In one place he stopped 
just short of a very interesting 
and instructive sentence. Here is 
what Mr. Roosevelt quoted Ma­ 
caulay as writing: 
“Your Constitution is all sail and 
no anchor . . . either some Caesar 
or Napoleon will seize the reins of 
government with a strong hand, or 
your republic will be . . . laid 
waste by barbarians in the 20th 
century as the Roman empire was 
in thho fifth.” 
But Mr. Roosevelt put a period 
after the word “fifth,” where there 
is actually a semi-colon, and he 


omitted what followed, which was 
this; 
“With this difference, that the 
huns and vandals who ravaged the 
Roman empire came from without, 
and your huns and vandals will 
have engendered within your coun­ 
try by your own Institutions.” 
There’s a whole lesson for Con­ 
stitution day in the omitted sen­ 
tence.

x ’OTHING is more annoying and, 
. * if it persists, more alarming 
than to be the victim of a severe 
attack of hiccoughing. Occasionally 
we read of such cases which con­ 
tinue for several days, or longer, 
but fortunately, these are rare, de­ 
cidedly unusual. Even when the 
symptom is mild it is a distressing 
complaint. 
It is caused by a sudden sharp 
constriction 
of 
the 
diaphragm, 
which brings about an expulsion of 
air from the lungs. This produces 
the characteristic "burp” or "hic.” 
At some time or other most of 
us have suffered from this annoy­ 
ing experience. It usually disap­ 
pears within a few m inutes and the 
distress is quickly forgotten. But. 
as I have said, it may last for a 
longer period of time. In that event 
it may be a symptom of some seri­ 
ous internal disturbance, and its 
jM -siatence should arouse suspicion 
n o m e organic disorder. 
^T llccough may follow irritation 
of the “phrenic” nerve. The nerve 
with this funny name supplies the 
muscles of the diaphragm, the mus­ 
cular structure which separates the 
abdominal cavity from the cheat. 
The nerve may become irritated aa 
a result of a severe fall, a blow, an 
infection or inflammation from any 
cause. The growth of a tum or may 
cause pressure upon tho nerve. 
May Be Infection 
Occasionally hiccough is one of 
the symptoms of some focal infec­ 
tion within the body. This may be 
from disease of the liver, gall blad­ 
der, stomach, tonsils or teeth. It is 
especially prevalent among persons 
who are careless about their eating 
habits. 
Hasty eating and faulty 
chewing lead to gas and hiccough. 
Any 
sudden irritation 
of 
the 
stomach, with irritation of the dia­ 
phragm, will cause hiccough. For 
this reason it is a common occur­ 
rence in children who are careless 
In the choice of food and how they 
eat, it. Sufferers from indigestion 
frequently suffer from hiccough. 
Mild attacks of hiccough are un­ 
important, but, lf the condition per­ 
sists, it is necessary that your doc­ 
tor be consulted. He will decide 
what to do. 
Many forms of treatm ent and 
hundreds of suggestions are offered 
to the victim of hiccough. A few 
sips of water, inhaling fumes from 
a piece of horse radish, tickling the 
nose, slapping the back and other 
methods of procedure are often ad­ 
vised. These are successful pro-

East Liverpool wa* one of the nine 
men who headed the formation of 
one of Pittsburgh's largest Jewish 
congregations, according to "The 
Jewish Outlook.” a Pittsburgh pub­ 
lication. 
In the publication, attention of 
the local men was recently at­ 
tracted to a Item telling the early 
history of the synagogue known 
as "The Big Congregation." The 
synagogue today has a membership 
of more than 2,000, being headed 
by Rabbi Ashinsky. 
The congregation which Joseph 
Altman helped to form was organ­ 
ized in 1870. It was the third Jew ­ 
ish organization in the city. Other 
organizer* 
were 
Chaim 
Rosen- 
bloom, 
Max Browarsky and his 
brother, A. M. Zilberman, Isaac 
Nevlnsky, Morris Myers and Max 
Katishky. Mr. Myers is the only 
one of this group yet living, having 
retired several years ago. Benja­ 
min Rosenbloom, Wheeling attor­ 
ney, and a former congressman is 
a 
grandson 
of 
Chaim 
Rosen­ 
bloom. 
The nine organizers were forced 
to enlist a 10th member before 
the 
congregalon 
could 
hold 
its 
Initial services. This finally was 
done so that the first services 
were held on Rosh Hashanah, or 
the Jewish New Years, in Septem­ 
ber, 1870. Mr. Rosenbloom was the 
cantor for th# early service*. 
Joseph Altman was a native of 
Kalvere, Poland, about a mile from 
the German border. This town of 
about 10,000 was overrun by G ar 
man arm ies during the World war. 
Mr. Altmah came to Pittsburgh in 
1866, in which city he mad* hi* 
home until 1892 when he removed 
to Steubenville to engage in busi­ 
ness. He passed away in 1913 in 
his seventies. 
Out of deference for their fath­ 
er, the two local men continue to 
hold 
memberships in 
the 
syna­ 
gogue which their parent helped 
to establish.

"B ut China will have to pay a 
terrible price for th at freedom. All 
Chinamen know that. We Ameri­ 
can Chines© know that and we are 
prepared to help. 
All China To Fight 
"Japan will also pay a terrible 
price in money, economic resources 
and man power. The reason Jhey 
do not declare war is fear of th© 
United 
States invoking the neu­ 
trality act which would strangle 
their m eans of acquiring war m a­ 
terials.” Wing continued. 
But Woo Wing believes that, In 


the end, the war will be one of 
man power. He admitted th at J a ­ 
pan has the. greater trained fight­ 
ing force with an arm y of 300,000 
and about 2.000,000 trained men in 
reserve, but China has about one 
and three-quarters million trained 
men with no reserves.
